As 1 believe your Grace is anxious to be informed as to the practice now 
pursued in Ireland with regard to Portuguese and Spanish cattle, I beg to 
enclose, for your Grace’s perusal, a copy of Professor Ferguson’s last Report on 
the subject.

The following Report relative to the importation of foreign cattle into 
Ireland is respectfully submitted for the information of Government : — 

1. No foreign cattle allowed to be landed in Ireland, excepting from Spain or 
Portugal. 

2. No foreign cattle imported into Ireland from 2nd day of November 1867 
until 30th March 1868, on which date the steam-ship “ Alexandra” brought 
60 bullocks from Oporto to the port of Dublin. 

3. Said 60 bullocks were landed on the 30th ultimo in the Custom House 
Docks, inspected by me after having been landed, certified as presenting no 
appearance of disease, and licensed for removal to the foreign cattle sheds at 
Cabra, given in charge to two constables for such removal, delivered at said 
cattle sheds, and then given in charge of two constables, with whom they re- 
mained in custody, until they were sold and delivered to the purchasers on the 
2nd instant, a license for their removal to the slaughtering premises of each 
purchaser being given, said licenses to be delivered to the officers of police in 
the divisions to which the several slaughter-houses belong. 

The demand exceeded the supply, and they were sold early in the forenoon 
of the 2nd instant.
